The quostion arises, who. should bo. held 
responsible for these invasions of countrics 
at peace with China ? If si similar state of 
things ocurred in Europe, say an irraption 
of-Ttalian briganda into France or of Rus. 
sian. banditti into Germany, they would be

Violated, but if it were shown or even us. 
peetad that these brigands had been specially 
armed for thd purpose by the Government 


Jof the country from which they bailed, that 


act.would be quickly construed into a casas 
tell. - There is good reason to believe that 


these Chinese bandiiti are practically irregu- b 


lur troops in the pay of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Unless this were the case’ how can 
the possession of Winchesier -rifles by 
these bands be accounted for?> They could 
not well smuggle them ‘all through the 
interior of China from Canton or Pakhoi ; 
they would be certain to be detected at some 
of the innumerable barrier stations. There 
remain two other alternatives ; they received, 
them from Chineao or French dealers in 
artis in Haiphong, or they were supplied 
with them by the Chinese Authorities. Por 
our part we are fully disposed to believe 
that the latter ia the true explanation, and 
that the:Ohin ese Government ‘atill subsidise 
the remnants of the Black Flag bands to, 
worry and harass the Fretch in- their work 
of pacifying the country.’ This idea is 
strengthened, rather than otherwise, by the 
appearance of a Chinese band of filibustera 
‘on the Burmah frontier armed with the 
same modern snd deadly weapons of 
precision, for it would be still more difficult 
for brigands in that-remote district 10 ob- 
tain such arms unless supphed gratuitously.
